G.S.R. 356.—The following draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Trade and Merchandise Marks Rules, 1959 
which the Central Government propose to make in exercise 
of the powers conferred by section 133 of the Trade and 
Merchandise Marks Act. 1958 (43 of 1958), is published 
as required by sub-section (1) of the said section for 
the information of all person likely to be affected thereby 
and notice is hereby given that the draft will be taken into 
consideration on or after two months from the date on which 
copies of this notification as published in the Official Gazette 
are made available. 

2. Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person in respect of the said draft before the date 
specified will be considered by the Central Government. 

Draft amendments 

1. These rules may be called the Trade and Merchandise 
Marks (Amendment) Rules, 1991, 

2. In the Trade and Merchandise Marks Rules, 1959 (here¬ 
inafter referred to as ‘‘the said rules”, in sub-rule (3) of 
rule 98 the words “or whose address in his home country” 
shall be omitted. 

3. For rule 113 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“113. Exception to rule 112.—Notwithstanding anything 
in rule 112, costs in respect of fees specified under 
entries 7, 9 and 10 of the First Schedule and of 
all stamps used on and affixed to affidavits used 
in the proceedings shall follow the event.” 

4. In rule 146 of the said rules, for the words “the Central 
Government” the words “the Registrar of Trade Marks” 
shali be substituted. 

5. In rule 148 of the said rules, for clause (ii), the follow¬ 
ing clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

“is not less than 21 years of age.” 

6 . For rule 152 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“152. Procedure on application and qualifying require¬ 
ments.— 

(1) On receipt of an application for the registraion of 
a person as a trade marks agent, the Registrar, if 
satisfied that the applicant fulfils the prescribed 
qualifications, shall appoint a date in due course on 
which the candidate will appear before him for a 
written examination in Trade Marks Law and prac¬ 
tice followed by an interview. The candidate will 
be expected to possess a detailed knowledge of the 
provisions of the Act and the rules and a knowledge 
of the element of Trade Marks Law. 

(2) The qualifying marks for the written examination 
and for interview shall be 40 per cent and 60 per 
cent respectively and a candidate shall be declared 
to have passed the examination only if he obtains 
an aggregate of 50 per cent of the total marks.” 

7. For rule 153 of the said Rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“153 Certificate of registration.—After a candidate has 
been interviewed and any further information bearing 
on his application, which the Registrar may consider 
necessary has been obtained and if the Registrar 
considers the applicant eligible and qualified for 
registration as a Trade Marks Agent, he shall send 
an intimation to that effect to the applicant and 
any person so intimated may pay the prescribed 
fee for his registration as a Trade Marks Agent. 
Upon receipt of the prescribed fee tiie Registrar 
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shall cause the applicants’ name to be entered in 
the Register of Trade!

2. Number of posts, classification and the scale of pay.—The number of the said posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, other qualifications, etc.—-The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualification and 
other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Scheduled aforesaid.
